Russia probe 
snares former 
Trump aides 


Innocent, Manafort, partner 
plead over money schemes

WASHINGTON — Spe- 
cial counsel Robert Mueller 
on Monday revealed charges 
against three former offi- 
cials with President Donald 
Trump’s campaign, the first 
criminal allegations to come 
from probes into possible 
Russian influence in U.S. 
political affairs. 

Former campaign chair- 
man Paul Manafort and his 
longtime business partner, 
onetime Trump aide Rick 
Gates, were indicted on 12 
counts, including conspira- 
cy against the United States, 
conspiracy to launder mon- 
ey, acting as an unregistered 
foreign agent, making false 
statements and several

charges related to failing to 
report foreign bank and fi- 
nancial accounts as part of 
their work advising a Rus- 
sia-friendly political party 
in Ukraine. The indictment 
alleges the men moved mon- 
ey through hidden bank ac- 
counts in Cyprus, St. Vincent 
and the Grenadines and the 
Seychelles. 

Manafort and Gates 
pleaded innocent in a brief 
appearance in D.C. federal 
court Monday afternoon. A 
federal magistrate judge put

Authority covers terrorists 
in 19 nations, senators told 
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WASHINGTON — Se- 
nior U.S. national security 
officials told a Senate com- 
mittee on Monday that the 
2001 war authorization for 
combat operations against 
terrorist groups is legally 
sufficient for operations in 
19 countries. 

Defense Secretary James 
Mattis warned that prema- 
turely repealing the law 
could signal America is 
“backing away from this 


fight.” 

Mattis and Secretary of 
State Rex Tillerson testified 
before the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee three 
months after they informed 
the panel that the post-Sept. 
11, 2001, law gave the mili- 
tary ample authority to fight 
terrorist groups and that a 
new law was unnecessary. 
A separate authorization for 
the war in Iraq, approved by 
Congress in 2002, also re- 
mains in force. 

The two men said that if

Program participants field nearly half of state’s college-credit qualifiers

The 61 high schools that 
participated in the Arkansas 
Advanced Initiative for Math 
and Science program last 
school year produced almost 
half of the state’s Advanced 
Placement math, science 
and English test-takers and

Judge blocks Trump’s 
transgender troops ban 
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WASHINGTON — A fed- 
eral judge on Monday tem- 
porarily blocked President 
Donald Trump’s promised 
ban on transgender Amer- 
icans serving in the armed 
forces, ruling that an earlier 
policy of inclusion must re- 
main in effect. 

U.S. District Judge Col- 
leen Kollar-Kotelly ruled 
that the transgender service 
members who had sued over 
Trump’s policy were likely to 
win their lawsuit. She direct- 
ed a return to the situation 
that existed before Trump 
announced his new policy 
this summer, saying the ad- 
ministration had provided no 
solid evidence for why a ban 
should be implemented. 

Trump had ordered a rein- 


statement of the long-stand- 
ing policy that barred trans- 
gender individuals from 
joining the military. Service 
members who were revealed 
to be transgender were sub- 
ject to discharge. Under 
President Barack Obama, 
that policy was changed last 
year to allow transgender 
people to serve openly. 

The Trump administra- 
tion may appeal Kollar-Ko- 
telly’s decision, but the in- 
junction means Trump’s pol- 
icy cannot be implemented 
while the case is litigated. No 
trial date has been set. 

Kollar-Kotelly allowed 
to stand a part of the pro- 
posal that would bar feder- 
al health funds from being 
used for sex reassignment 
surgery. The administration

A group of applicants vy- 
ing to open some of Arkan- 
sas’ first medical marijuana 
businesses filed anonymous 
lawsuits last week against 
the commission tasked with 
weighing their proposals. 

The lawsuits, which 
were filed and placed un- 
der seal in Pulaski County, 
allege that the Arkansas 
Medical Marijuana Com- 
mission erred in its initial 
assessment of hundreds of 
applications submitted last 
month when it culled sev- 
eral applicants for failing to 
meet the minimum require- 
ments. 

The names of applicants 
and their associated corpo- 
ration were left out of the 
complaints to protect the 
anonymity of the process, 
according to a copy of the 
filings obtained by the Ar- 
kansas Democrat-Gazette. 

The lawsuits seek a tem- 
porary restraining order to
